That,. surely is an easy question to 
answer, Morally, no doubt, the answer 
should be different: But practically, it is . 
certain that the kind of Negro municipal 
governments that can now be foreseen in 
a good many great cities will cause the 
white suburban emigration to become ’ 
almost total. ; 

The cities will tend to lose their 
present role, as centres of business and 
industry, finance and trade, where the 
suburb-dwellers| gain their livings and’ 
purchase many of their necessities.

Catastrophic Loss

Can the Press Be Both? 


OTTAWA—This spring, the Learned Socie- 
ties held their annual! gathering at the Univer. 
sity of Sherbrooke. I go as an observer to 
these meetings with eager- 
ness and some confidence, 
particularly to the ones 
where the political scien- 
tists, historians and econo- 
mists are giving papers and 
debating. Then I trail away 
with an inferior feeling that 
I am not learned enough 
and never can be. 

Despite this personal. re- 
action, none of Us who “act 
as a popularizer can down- 
grade the seriousnéss or the depth of’ analysis 
which many of the academics achieves. 

The mood of the Learned Societies is a mix 
of the hiring hall, the trading post, the con- 
vivial, ‘the politely _ argumentative _ in_large 
groups, a fierce dissent in small groups, all 
with an overlay of tweediness; unshowy pur- 
pose, and well-bred sophistication. 

The press does not view the Learned Socie- 
ties deliberations as an exciting event on the 
The copy filed tends to be volumin- 
ous, largely extracts from papers which touch 
on more controversial problems.

“The relative freedom of the press is be- 
lieved a reasonable indicator of the free or 
open society . . ..In such a world the press 
is charged with furthering the widest possible 
circulation of news and opinions about public 
affairs. By presenting all forms of evidence 
to the test of the free marketplace of ideas, the 
mass media promote the discovery of truth and 
interest-all citizens ih their government. 


By DOUGLAS FISHER 


“In this philosophy, belief in competition 
and the self-righting processes of the market- 
place are translated- into the most effective 
method for discovery of public truths. Un- 
truth will, of course, be published but such 
is the preference of right-minded citizens. for 
truth, that lies will be discredited before much 
harm can result.” 

After setting out this “libertarian” philoso- 
phy of the press.(you must have met it in many 
editorials), the professor outlines_an extension 
of it which he calls the theory of social re- 


sponsibility. That is, “‘in exchange for-its privi- 


leges, the press must not be so selfish as. to 
“promote only its own opinions. 

“Instead it must act if the public interest, 
promote wide discussion and knowledge of all 
viewpoints, and consciously prod the public to 
seek truth and responsible public conduct. 

“In Canada . . the press is expected 

__to_perform_in_at least two different political 
capacities: that of educator-informant of a re- 
sponsible citizenry and that of independent 
critics of the government. ” Sounds wonder- 
ful, eh? ; 

Then Black goes on to analyze the privi- 
leges the media enjoy from government and 
the people because everyone sincerely believes 
these’ theories. “In practice, the press gets far 
more respect and attention from public offi- 
cials than most citizens can-command without 
special status. ~ 

But.in theory the press has’ the same privi- 
;leges as a private citizen and no-more. Yet 
‘the privileges go far beyond: just the respect 
and attention of ‘public eae. As Black 
puts it: 

* * * 
“The press enjoys more: particu- 
lar ‘benefits fpom government, benéfits of a 
sort that editors call subsidies ‘when applied 
to other industries, benefits which make a sad 
joke of publishers who thunder about their 
newspaper being free from favor of anyone.” 

Black lists the subsidies, favors and privi- 
leges, including sales tax exemptions, provi- 
sion of free, valuable office space,-inordinately 
cheap postal rates and advertising and print- 
ing contracts. All levels of government pro- 
vide these privileges which the private citizen 
and, indeed, most other businesses cannot. 

“This network of myriad favors, subsidies 
and special privileges has grown almost 
nilly and does not reflect an explicit policy 
decision anywhere. The situation is ideal for 

— any would-be regulator of the mass media.”

OTTAWA—Strikes in the transportation field 
this summer and fall.could tie up shipments of 
Canada’s wheat destined for her Gustomers abroad, 
foreing the government to again intervene.

today. 
Canada has set an export target of 600,000,000 bushels 
the coming crop year. It.set that same target for the 
crop year ending July 3%, 1966, but according to Finance Min- 
ister Mitchell Sharp, the wheat board will fall, Slightly Short 
of that goal, becatise of the holdups resulting from’the long- 
shoremen’s five-week strike

Several key labor agreements are now ‘under negotiation 
involving the two major railways. The negotiations have been 
complicated hy the government-directed settlement in the 
threatened seaway strike, Labor Minister J. R Nicholson 

“said emphatically that the 30 per cent wage increasé over two 
years, approved by the government in the seaway settlement, 
was not to-be taken as a precedent in other labor disputes in 
Canada. 


Seaway: Settlement a Guideline? 


But it has been already seized on “as a guideline for the 
svtif@ment of other disputes: Spokesmen for 95,000 railway 
workers say that the 30 per cent seaway wage raise should be 
aguideline.for therailway disputes applying to railway work- 
€rs as well as to the Seaway workers. 


A conciliation board which was on the verge of recom- ~ 


mending an-—inerease-for—the-railiway—vorkers has found its 
efforts scuttled by the seaway settlement. The seaway work- 
ers got an average wage increase of 72 cents an hour plus 
another-13--cents- in improved_tringe_benefits. Average rate 
paid before the settlement was about $2.30 an hour 

The non-operating ‘ernployees of the railways, seeking 
wage raises, have pointed out that a 30 per cent increase, in 
their average earnings would mean 66 cents an hour. Just 
prior to the seaway settlement the conciliation board chair- 
man was considering recommending an increase of about 40 
cents an hour if the union ‘nominee on the board would agree- 

It has been expected that the negotiating committee for 
the non-operating railway unions. involving the CPR and CNR 
would have been ‘inclined to accept a settlement about 40 to 
45 cents an hour.. But the seaway increase put an end to 
such a prospect. The railway unions are now expected to 
hold out for higher raises. When the conciliation board finally 
makes a report the 14 unions concerned will take a strike 
vote. 


CN’s Largest Union Votes Strike : 


Meantime the Canadian Brotherhood of Railway -Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union has already taken a strike 
vote. This is the CNR's. biggest union. It has voted 95 per 
cent in-favor of strike action to pack up its demands. They 
are seeking a 90-cent hourly wage increase spread over a two- 
year contract plus job security, A‘separate conciliation board 
was set up for the brotherhood. ~But it took the strike vote 
before that board held a meeting. The CBRT board begins 
hearings in Montreal on Thursday. This is regarded as a 
legal formality clearing the way for a strike. 

_ While welcoming the announcement Monday of the $800,- 
000,000 three-year wheat deal with Russia, Canadian govern- 
ment officials are keeping their fingers crossed that they 
will be able to meet the mounting overseas wheat commit- 
ments. Commencing Aug. 1, under the new Soviet deal, Can- 
ada will-be required to ship 112,000,000 bushels for the first 
crop year of the three-year contract. There are, in addition, 
the shipments to meet the Chinese contract and the exports to 
fulfill the needs of Canada's regular wheat customers such as 
Britain and Japan 

The overseas shipments for them years add up to more 
than half a billion bushels. 

While the threatened railway strikes loom large in the 
calculations ‘of thosé. who have the responsibility of keeping 
the wheat shipments moving, there is also the complicated 
task of marshalling railway and lake shipping. equipment at 
the precise time to‘serve ocean vessels. Both railways and 
lake carriers have pointed out to the government that they 
have other customers to serve. 

Phe railways were consulted before the Canadian govern- 
ment signed the big. new deal with. Russia. 


Longshoremen Work Day and Night} 


Disruption at the St. Lawrence ports, when the longshore- 
men were out.on strike for five weeks, piled up a backlog 
of wheat shipments. Canada has about 210,000,000 bushels 
of wheat from the current crop year still to be delivered. But 
working day and night the longshoremen at tne St. Lawrence 
ports-have cut deeply into the pileup and the movement of 
grain is again gathering momentum. . 

Both the CPR and CNR have been adding to their fleet 
of boxcars and’ diésels to speed up the grain movement and 
the transportation .of other freight. The CPR has an order 
for 32 3,000-horsepower diesels for delivery between July and 
December. Earlier this spring the CPR was testing two spe- 
cially designed diesel units on the mountain run between Cal- 
gary and Vancouver. The heavy shipment of wheat and pot- 
ash from the Prairies have imposed a heavy burden on the 
railways. 

But they expect to be able to keep the grain moving on 
schedule providing transportation facilities are not hit by 
labor strife. 

However, labor is entering the picture with ominous over- 
tones.
